Save FREX 

Mayor Bach, acting on the recom- 
mendation of his so-called Transit 
Solutions team, has made up his 
mind to cut the Front Range Express 
(FREX) without considering the 
people it helps or the good it does for 
our communities. This "team" has said 
that FREX is not necessary, and that 
riding it is a choice, not a necessity. I 
heartily disagree. 

Most regular riders, myself includ- 
ed, can't choose where we work, but 
we do choose to stay in the Springs/ 
Monument area to raise our families, 
buy our groceries, clothes, cars and 
homes. We also pay our share of taxes 
to the municipalities and special dis- 
tricts where we reside. Without FREX, 
many of us would have to move. 

One argument the transit team 
makes is the lack of ridership and the 
costs to the city of supporting the ser- 
vice, but FREX data (springsgov.com/ 
units/transit/TST%20-%20FREX%20 
Summary.pdf) seem to belie the fig- 
ures the mayor and his committee are 
relying on. 

When farebox revenues support 
nearly 50 percent of operating costs, 
FREX is a success by any measure. 
(The Springs fixed-route service only 
gives a 25 percent farebox-to-cost 
return.) 

Another consideration is the need 
for reliable public transit along the 
Springs-Castle Rock-Denver corridor. 
There's no train service, commercial 
buses are unreliable and expensive,

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A bully at the pulpit 
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What counted was your 
place in an adolescent 
hierarchy. 
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I read the story with dismay and painful recognition. Mitt Romney, then a 
high school senior, persuaded a half-dozen prep school classmates to join 
him in a vicious assault on a younger boy. Offended by the kid's long hair, 
Romney's pals threw him to the ground and pinned him down while Rom- 
ney scissored the offending locks. 

It brought back long-suppressed memories of an identical attack that I 
endured as a 14-year-old at Fountain Valley School in the 1950s. 

I was an overweight, pimply, dreamy kid. I modeled myself on my men- 
tor, F. Martin Brown, a teacher at the school who was a world-famous 
lepidopterist — in other words, a butterfly collector. I also wanted to be 
cool, so I styled my hair in a "Tony Curtis" — a kind of reverse ducktail 
that left a slicked-down cowlick hanging over the center of your forehead. 
Butterfly collector? Punky hairdo? Fat, weak kid? I was easy prey. 
One afternoon a handful of seniors jumped me, held me down as I screamed 
and tried to fight back, and cut my hair. It was a particularly nasty and 
personal piece of bul- 
lying. I was bloody and 
bruised as I got up and 
limped away. I was too 
humiliated and fright- 
ened to complain, and it 
wouldn't have done any 
good. Hazing and bully- 
ing were part of the cul- 
ture. It was believed that boys were toughened and strengthened thereby. 

None of the perpetrators were ever punished. To the contrary, they were 
applauded by peers for putting that "snotty little fairy" in his place. 

Fountain Valley, like Mitt Romney's Michigan prep school, was then an 
all-male boarding school. Such schools, almost entirely populated by sons 
of the white upper class, were small, intimate and brutal. 

Many students were there to get a superior education and to make con- 
tacts that would serve them well in later life. But some were dumped, sent 
away by parents who wanted the school to change and improve their sons. 

My tormentors, I came to believe years later, had been sent to Fountain 
Valley by distant, disapproving, successful fathers who believed that boys, 
like working dogs, would benefit from harsh and early training. 

Every evening after dinner, boarding students were required to file into 
the living room of the "Hacienda" (once the magnificent main residence 
of the Bradley Ranch, acquired by the school in the 1930s). We sat cross- 
legged on the floor and listened as Henry B. Poor, the school's headmas- 
ter, instructed us in the ways of the world. 

I never listened. The school's principles were irrelevant. What counted 
was your place in an adolescent hierarchy, where the strong thrived and the 
weak had to band together for mutual protection. 

Half a century later, does it matter that Romney — who has claimed 
not to remember this episode, but has admitted to other "hijinks" — was a 
tough, bullying kid, securely atop another adolescent hierarchy? 

I think it does. In the all-but-vanished world of all-male boarding schools, 
kids who rejected bullying gained security through friendship and cooperation. 
Tough kids used threats, intimidation and violence to maintain their status. 

As put by William Wordsworth, the child is father of the man. Such 
mindsets persist, however attenuated by time and experience. 

Is Romney's eagerness for a military confrontation with Iran and an 
expanded military budget the product of sober reflection, or instinctive 
aggression? Does he want to accomplish something if elected, or does he 
just want to be the biggest dog of all? And does he really believe Barack 
Obama is a terrible president, or does he see Obama as an awkward, 
unworthy foreigner whom he would have beaten up in school? 

Consider our recent presidents. Was FDR a schoolyard bully? Truman? 
Eisenhower? Kennedy? Nixon? Reagan? Carter? Clinton? Obama? Almost 
surely not. And what about LBJ? He was a poor, weak kid who became a leg- 
islative bully to right the wrongs inflicted upon the weak and despised. 

Our great presidents — my list includes Washington, Jefferson, Lin- 
coln, both Roosevelts and Eisenhower — have been restrained and concil- 
iatory, not rash and aggressive. They have had firmly held, deep and trans- 
parent beliefs. They have protected the weak, and have been strong. 
What kind of president would Romney make? I hope I'll never find out.

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War on..., US?

The United States Congress has not declared war since 
1941, yet we hear of "war" on Christmas, drugs, guns, 
poverty, science, terror -you name it. The war on drugs 
and the (oxymoronic) war on terror clearly are wars, 
whereas wars on poverty and science appear as mere 
hyperbole. So in today's overpopulated "war on [insert 
target here]" environment, what actually constitutes war? 

In reality, "black and white" issues are extremely rare. 
Virtually everything is associated with a range correctly 
described by different words or phrases. There might be: 
opposition to [insert target here], action against [insert 
target here], protests against [insert target here], or even 
(non-violent) attacks upon [insert target here], none of 
which qualify as war. 

War can be defined as politically motivated, violent 
conflict between groups of people employing deadly 
weapons in which the autonomy, rights, or survival of at 
least one group is threatened, human and civil rights are 
revoked, and both combatants and civilians are wounded 
and killed. Wars are expensive, painful, ugly, and wasteful, 
and almost always require a vigorous propaganda 
(engineered political deception) campaign to incite 



supporters and conceal tactics, targets, and strategy. 

Serious threats to societal groups, discharge of 
weapons, revocations of existing rights, and violent 
deaths suggest existing wars upon; abortion, gender 
equality, regulations, reproductive medicine, and taxation. 

Wars usually also include shrewd politics and 
tactical "flanking" maneuvers. In many states, external 
"lobbying" organizations like the "American Legislative 
Exchange Council," super-rich individuals, and multi- 
national corporations appear to have quietly swayed 
state representatives with bri... , uh, "campaign 
donations," passing numerous laws restricting abortion, 
civil, medical, reproductive, human, and most recently, 
voting rights. Recently, the Speaker of the Colorado 
House of Representatives killed 37 important bills 
with a filibuster, "shut[ing] down the entire legislative 
process" to prevent passage of a civil unions bill. 
The Wisconsin Legislature has prohibited "collective 
bargaining" by state employees, ostensibly protecting 
Wisconsinite's individual Constitutional assembly 
petition, security, speech, and pursuit of happiness 
rights - but not their ability to exercise these rights 
simultaneously. The Michigan Legislature has even 
passed "financial martial law" legislation allowing the 
governor to appoint "emergency managers" and grant 



them near dictatorial power, including the ability to 
dissolve incorporated cities and remove from office the 
representatives elected by their People. 

Common targets, tactics, and strategies employed in 
wars on abortion, gender equality, religious freedom, 
and access to reproductive medical care (including 
contraception) suggest a wider war on women. The 
wider war on gender equality effects both women and 
the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Community. 
The wars on abortion, gender equality, and access 
to reproductive medical services suggest a wider war 
on religious freedom. Law enforcement has clearly 
experienced a shooting war waged by those opposing 
regulations, taxation - even government itself. 

Regulations (laws) and taxation (revenue) are the 
legal and financial foundations of the United States, 
and equality under civil, human, and religious rights its 
bedrock. Our nation rests upon the idea that we can 
solve our problems together through access to facts, 
compromise, elections, and shared ideals of freedom. 
If elections are to mean anything and if our nation is 
to advance, the damaging politics of brinkmanship, 
corruption, disinformation, dishonesty, filibuster, rigid 
ideological partisanship, misinformation, "wedge" issues, 
stealth policy making, and war must end.

They don't get why 
Obamacare is controversial. To them, evangelicals don't 
make sense. 




Christians 'practice being with God' through service, here post-Katrina 



That's because evangelicals and secular liberals (the 
most puzzled Democrats) think about life — and therefore 
politics — in such utterly different ways. 

If you want to understand how evangelicals conceive of 
their political life, you need to understand how they think 
about God. I am an anthropologist, and for the past 10 
years I have been doing research on charismatic evangeli- 
cal spirituality — the kind of Christianity in which people 
expect to have a personal relationship with God. 

They talk to God, and in some way or another, they 
expect that God will talk back. This is a lot of people. In 
2006, the Pew Forum reported that 23 percent of Ameri- 
cans embraced this kind of "renewalist" Christianity, and 

that 26 percent 

said they had 
received a direct 
revelation from 
God. 

What some- 
one believes is 
important to 
these Chris- 
tians, but what 
really matters is 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ becoming a bet- 
ter person. As I 

listened in church and participated in prayer groups, I saw 
that when people prayed, they imagined themselves in con- 
versation with God. They do not, of course, think that God 
is imaginary, but they think that humans need to use their 
imagination to understand a God so much bigger and bet- 
ter than what they know from ordinary life. They imagine 
God as wiser and kinder than any human they know, and 
then they try to become the person they would be if they 
were always aware of being in God's presence, even when 
the kids fuss and the train runs late. 

This is tough to do. Christians understand that it is 
hard, and so they practice being with God in many dif- 
ferent ways. They set themselves tasks — ministering in

jail, feeding the homeless, helping to set up the church 
on Sunday morning — so that they can grow through the 
experience of service. They care about the task, of course, 
but even more they care about becoming a person of God 
through doing the task. 

Some evangelicals think about this process as spiritual 
formation, some talk about it as redemption, others as sal- 
vation. Whatever you call it, the point 
is that the person is changing for the 
better and that the process is long, 
slow and hard. 

This completely changes the way 
someone thinks about politics. 

When secular liberals vote, they 
think about the outcome of a political 
choice. They think about consequenc- 
es. Secular liberals want to create the 
social conditions that allow everyday 
people, behaving the way ordinary 
people behave, to have fewer bad 
outcomes. 

When evangelicals vote, they think 
more immediately about what kind 
of person they are trying to become 
— what humans could and should be, 
rather than who they are. From this 
perspective, the problem with govern- 
ment is that it steps in when people 
fall short. 
Rick Santorum won praise by 
saying (as he did during the Values Voters Summit in 
2010), "Go into the neighborhoods in America where 
there is a lack of virtue and what will you find? Two 
things. You will find no families, no mothers and fathers 
living together in marriage. And you will find govern- 
ment everywhere: police, social service agencies. Why? 
Because without faith, family and virtue, government 
takes over." This perspective emphasizes developing indi- 
vidual virtue from within — not changing social condi- 
tions from without. 

If Democrats want to reach more evangelical voters, 
they should use a political language that evangelicals can 
hear. They should talk about the kind of people we are 
aiming to be and about the transformational journey that 
any choice will take us on. They should talk about how we 
can grow in compassion and care. 

They could talk about the way their policy interventions 
will allow those who receive them to become better people 
and how those of us who support them will better our- 
selves as we reach out in love. They could describe health 
care reform as a response to suffering, not as a solution to 
an economic problem. 

To be sure, they won't connect to every evangelical. But 
the good news for secular liberals is that evangelicals are 
smarter and more varied than many liberals realize. 

I met doctors, scientists and professors at the churches 
where I studied. They cared about social justice. They cared 
about the poor. In the aftermath of Hurricane Katrina, many 
of them got into their cars and drove to New Orleans. This 
is a reachable population, and back in 2008, a quarter of 
white evangelicals voted for Barack Obama. 

Democrats could speak to evangelicals more effectively 
if they talked about how we could develop our moral char- 
acter together as we work to rebuild our country.

Using brute force to beat nature 



Rather than finding ways to cooperate with the natural world, America's 
agribusiness giants reach for the next quick fix in a futile effort to over- 
power nature. 

Their attitude is that if brute force isn't working, they're probably not 
using enough of it. 

Monsanto, for example, has banked a fortune by selling a corn seed that it 
genetically manipulated to produce corn plants that won't die when sprayed 
with a widely used toxic weedkiller called Roundup. 

Not coincidentally, Monsanto also happens to be the maker of 
Roundup, so it has profited from the seed and from the huge jump in 
Roundup sales that the seed generated. 
Slick. 



So much poison was 
spread that weeds 
became resistant. 



But Mother Nature, damn her, 
has rebelled. So much of Mon- 
santo's poison was spread in the past 
decade that weeds naturally devel- 
oped a resistance to it. As a Dow 
Chemical agronomist put it, "The 
real need here is to diversify our 
weed management systems." 
Exactly right! We need non- 
chemical, non-GMO, sustainable systems that work with nature. 

But, no, the Dow man didn't mean that at all. He was calling for more 
brute force in the form of Dow's new genetically altered corn seed that can 
absorb Dow's super-potent 2,4-D weedkiller. Use this, he says, and nature 
will be defeated. 

Wrong. Nature doesn't quit. 

The weeds will keep evolving, and they will adapt to Dow's high-tech fix, 
too. By pushing the same old thing relentlessly, says an independent crop 
scientist, agribusiness interests "ratchet up [America's] dependence on the 
use of herbicides, which is very much a treadmill." 

It's time to start listening to the weeds — and cooperating with Moth- 
er Nature. To advance this common-sense approach, a national coalition 
is backing a California "right to know" initiative requiring GMO foods 
to be labeled.

Between Lines

Creating a pathway to the Springs' future 



tTT 7e are on the cusp of a renaissance, and it starts 

V V downtown. In 20 years, we truly could be the envy 
of the world." 

With those fantastical yet heartfelt words, developer 
Chris Jenkins voiced a new kind of challenge for Colo- 
rado Springs — though he was making this assessment 
1,300 miles away in the Great Northwest. You might not 
know Jenkins, arguably the most powerful figure today in 
the Springs business community, perhaps in the city as a 
whole. He certainly has a full-time challenge as president 
of Nor' wood Development Group, with more than 1.8 mil- 
lion square feet of commercial space under its control. 
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Chris Jenkins (center) likes the promising parallels he sees 
between Portland 20 years ago and Colorado Springs now. 
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But he has put himself in position to influence our area's 
long-term future. It's also true that Jenkins, at 43, should 
have the longevity and energy to make his dreams happen. 

For three nonstop, mind-stretching days last week, Jen- 
kins joined 50 men and women from the Pikes Peak region 
who descended on Portland, Ore., looking for ideas and 
strategies that might translate in some way to help create a 
brighter future for our metropolitan area. 

It's called the Regional Leaders Trip, put together by 
the Greater Colorado Springs Chamber of Commerce 
and EDC's Center for Regional Advancement. The group 
included many civic and business people, including pub- 
lisher John Weiss and myself from the Indy, four city 
councilors and two county commissioners (who definitely 
were not wasting taxpayer money), others from govern- 
ment and promising young professionals. 

This wasn't about trying to reproduce everything that 
has enhanced Portland's quality of life, especially in the 
areas of mass transit (light-rail trains, streetcars and buses 
blanketing the city) and support for the arts. When you 
have 2.4 million people, compared to our 600,000, you 
have a lot more resources. 

In fact, the most valuable lesson from the Portland 
contingent had nothing to do with creating a better city. 
Instead, Lesson No. 1 was all about timing. 

Ready for the boom 

Around 1990, as Portland faced troublesome problems 
without clear solutions, people began coming up with inno- 
vative ideas, and unified efforts led to improvements and 
attracted newcomers. Large companies brought thousands 
of good jobs, and the arts community quickly became a 
mecca. Old warehouses and acres of old railyards turned 
into revitalized residential and business districts. Portland 
State University mushroomed into a major presence. 



The point is, Portland was ready when that boom hit, 
with refocused priorities on smart planning, sustainability 
and mass involvement. 

Now it's 2012, with the country finding its way out of 
recession, and Colorado Springs has its issues. Mass transit 
has shrunk, affordable housing is deficient, various ideas 
have floundered, and community leaders lack unity. Amid 
all that, the city faces infrastructure problems, including 
major stormwater-related needs. 

We also have one big difference from Portland in the 
early 1990s. There, residents were willing to pay higher 
taxes for modernization. Here, most ideas for new taxes 
are widely scorned, though we do have exceptions. 

Against that backdrop, the trip attendees gathered for 
dinner at the Oregon Museum of Science and Industry, one 
more ingredient that makes Portland special. The head- 
line speaker was developer John Carroll, regarded as the 
guiding force and "change agent" behind Portland's enor- 
mously successful downtown streetcar system. As Carroll 
put it, voicing a subtle challenge: "Don't be afraid to chase 
these things far enough to start getting money for them." 

Preceding him was Jenkins, who sponsored the dinner 
and thus had first shot. He was billed as the Springs' own 
change agent, and he sounded like one, pulling together 
what has worked in Portland and what might become real- 
ity in Colorado Springs. 

Jenkins called it a "tale of two cities," describing Port- 
land's turnaround born two decades ago, then insisting 
"Colorado Springs is at the beginning of our own 20-year 
time. ... As a citizen, I'm really jazzed to talk about what it 
could look like." 

Building consensus 

The pathway to that renaissance here isn't clear. But we 
can learn this from Portland: It's not about just a single 
leader like Jenkins, or a semi-secretive group meeting 
behind closed doors, making big plans and then informing 
the public. Portland reinvented itself by having all interest- 
ed players at the table, young and old, visible and obscure, 
affluent and not, political friends and adversaries. 

The first task is convincing much of Colorado Springs 
that the foundation for change should be downtown. Jen- 
kins and others (including most on the Regional Leaders 
Trip) believe it, but they have to sell the idea better. 

Perhaps that means combining the best and biggest 
ideas into one package: turning Monument and Fountain 
creeks into a massive playground, perhaps including a 
lake, with restaurants, bars, shops, hotels and more; pos- 
sibly a museum district, since we have several in the idea- 
development phase (children's, science and Olympics); 
some kind of major venue (Mayor Steve Bach wants a 
baseball park; there are multiple options); streetcars com- 
bining with buses to move people around the central city 
and to connect downtown with the University of Colorado 
at Colorado Springs; abundant new housing, particularly 
for younger adults, and more. 

We've heard such ideas before, but nothing has hap- 
pened. We need a common vision, with priorities that 
create a consensus of support and a realistic time frame 
for turning ideas into reality. We need to have all the right 
people involved in the conversations and decisions, not just 
a select few. We need solutions for the short and long term, 
some leading to others. And we need the willing change 
agents, like Chris Jenkins, to work alongside large groups 
of everyday people in blazing the trails. 

That's how Portland and other cities have done it. 

So why not Colorado Springs?

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Locally grown 

Independents owners announce purchase of the 
Colorado Springs Business Journal, effective June 1

Since 1988, the Colorado 
Springs Business Journal has 
given the Pikes Peak region its 
own business newspaper, operated 
for the first 10 years by its local 
founders, then since 1998 as part 
of the Dolan Co.'s national network 
of publications. 

Now the Business Journal is 
going back to its roots. 
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Dolan Co. of Minneapolis decided 
the CSBJ deserved more attention. 



Owners of the area's larg- 
est locally owned media com- 
pany, which includes the Colorado 
Springs Independent, signed an 
agreement Monday to buy the Busi- 
ness Journal, effective June 1. The 
acquisition includes another Dolan- 
owned local entity, The Transcript, 
a tri-weekly, public-record newspa- 
per featuring legal notices. 

The new owners also will apply 
to service Dolan's contract publish- 
ing of three local military newspa- 
pers: the Fort Carson Mountaineer, 
Peterson (Air Force Base) Space 
Observer and Schriever (AFB) Sen- 
tinel. More than 68,000 local adults 
read these publications regularly in 
print, according to the latest Media 
Audit numbers for the local market, 
and thousands more online. 

"Business is the most power- 
ful institution shaping our city," 
says John Weiss, publisher of the 
Independent and majority owner 
of the purchasing group. "Busi- 
nesses, especially locally controlled 
organizations, provide most of our 
jobs, create most of our wealth, and 
shape our community's environ- 
ment. We aim to publish a great 
business newspaper and website 
that will improve our community 



by providing timely, vibrant local 
information to business owners and 
employees, nonprofit executives 
and civic leaders who need to know 
what is really going on." 

During the transition from 
national to local control, Indepen- 
dent executive editor Ralph Routon 
and CEO Fran Zankowski will 
divide their time between both 
organizations. Former City Coun- 
cilor John Hazlehurst will write 
for both the CSBJ and the In dy. 
He spent five years (2006 to 2011) 
exclusively at the Business Journal 
between stints as an Independent 
columnist. Routon will also contin- 
ue his Between the Lines and End 
Zone columns in the Indy. 

But that doesn't mean the two 
newspapers will be merging their 
content. 

"We will keep the Independent 
and the new publishing group phys- 
ically, spiritually and legally sepa- 
rate," Routon says. That includes 
maintaining the two newspapers' 
offices, with the Independent still 
operating at 235 S. Nevada Ave., 
and the CSBJ at 31 E. Platte Ave. 

Zankowski and Routon will 
direct the CSBJ during the tran- 
sition, while the Indy's general 
manager Carrie Simison-Bitz and 
managing editor Kirk Woundy 
assume more responsibilities at the 
Independent. 

"The current staff at CSBJ and 
the military papers is rock-solid," 
says Zankowski, a longtime news- 
paper executive who has been at 
the Independent since 2005 and is 
also co-owner of the purchasing 
company, known as the Publishing 
Corp. of Colorado Springs. "In the 
coming months and years we antici- 
pate growing the current 20-person 
staff to publish even stronger print 
and online offerings." 

"We are psyched," adds Weiss, 
a 1978 Colorado College graduate 
who co-founded the Independent 19 
years ago. "Six months from now 
the CSBJ will be even more of a 
must-read." 

In a Business Journal online 
story, Dolan Co. president James 
P. Dolan said, "When John Weiss 
called to inquire whether the Busi- 
ness Journal could be acquired, 
at first we said no, but we thought 
about it and decided that CSBJ 
deserved a more attentive owner, 
possibly somebody local."

A secret group leads the way in hashing out ideas for anticipated Memorial up-front money

If voters approve the lease of Memo- 
rial Health System later this year, 
city leaders expect to receive at least 
$74 million up front, plus another $5.6 
million annually for 30 years, from 
University of Colorado Health. And 
several City Councilors say they want 
the community to help decide how to 
spend the jackpot. 
But it doesn't look that way. 
A six-member panel that's been 
working for about six weeks will 
unveil its recommendation to Council 
on Wednesday, May 16, having not

held a single public meeting. The panel 
was set up by the city's negotiating 
team, which consists of City Attorney 
Chris Melcher and consulting attorney 
James Wiehl of St. Louis; Councilors 
Merv Bennett and Brandy Williams 
serve as liaisons to the rest of Council. 

"The negotiating team established 
an ad hoc committee to help the team 
formulate a recommendation to Coun- 
cil on where to place and administer 
the funds from the hospital transfer," 
Council liaison Aimee Cox writes in 
an e-mail. "This committee is not a 



formally constituted body (not appoint- 
ed by Council) and therefore, is not 
subject to the open meetings law." 

Although Cox also notes that Coun- 
cil "values transparency," the commit- 
tee members — Bennett, Williams, 
bank executive Steve Helbing, former 
Councilman Randy Purvis and busi- 
nessmen Jon Medved and Phil Lane — 
have been meeting in private. 

Evolving definitions 

It's not like the city has latitude. Col- 
orado Attorney General John Suthers 
has said the money from a 
lease that covers more than 
50 percent of the nonprofit's 
assets must go to a founda- 
tion "which reflects the his- 
torical charitable purposes 
of Memorial Hospital." 

Health care, in other 
words. 

But already, Council 
members want to broaden 
what that means. Here's 
how three of them describe 
their ideas for the money: 

• Jan Martin: "I think 
it's important to remember 
these dollars were gener- 
ated by health care in our 
community, and I wouldn't 
mind seeing them used for health and 
wellness. It could be broad. It could 
include parks and trails to promote 
wellness in Colorado Springs." 

• Tim Leigh: "Health and well-being 
are a couple of key words. The question 
that needs to be fleshed out is what do 
health and well-being mean. It should 
be broad enough so it wouldn't be lim- 
ited to indigent care at the hospital. It 
might mean some allocation to parks, 
because that's health and well-being." 

• Bernie Herpin: "I would like to 
see the funds go to something like 



maintaining our parks, youth sports 
programs, adult sports programs that 
are an important part of our city, but 
when we have budget cuts, they're the 
first to get cut." 

Bennett wouldn't discuss the mat- 
ter, saying in an e-mail last week, "The 
Memorial Negotiating Team is currently 
working on this issue. They plan to bring 
a presentation to City Council next week. 
Until that time, this discussion is consid- 
ered attorney-client privilege." 

Last week, the city announced a spe- 
cial Council meeting would follow the 
May 16 Utilities Board meeting "to set 
the election calendar for the Memorial 
Health System lease vote followed by a 
closed executive session to discuss legal 
issues involving both Memorial Health 
System and potential litigation matters." 

So much for transparency. 

Gardens and greenhouses? 

However the function of a new foun- 
dation is defined, it will have to meet 
state Attorney General John Suthers' 
approval, because the Colorado Hospi- 
tal Transfer Act requires the Attorney 
General's Office to review the lease to 
assure it's in the public interest. 

Roughly 200 health foundations 
nationwide have been created fol- 
lowing the sale, merger or transfer of 
assets of nonprofit health organiza- 
tions, reports Grantmakers in Health, a 
Washington, D.C. -based philanthropy 
organization. 

In its most recent national survey, 
which compiled data through 2008, 
155 foundations took part and claimed 
assets from $2.4 million to $3.5 bil- 
lion. Assets of five Colorado founda- 
tions cited in the study — four in 
Denver and one in Arvada — totaled 
$1,675 billion. 

Some of those foundations are guid- 
ed by wide-ranging mission statements. 



"To improve the health and health 
care of Coloradans by increasing 
access to quality health care and 
encouraging healthy lifestyle choices" 
is the mission of the Colorado Health 
Foundation, which reported $1.26 bil- 
lion in assets in 2010, the most recent 
figure available. The foundation has 
bought playground equipment for 
schools, helped build a garden and 
greenhouse in Las Animas, and pays 
for doctors' medical training. 

Community First Foundation, which 
reported $53.4 million in assets as of 
2010, began in 1975 as the Lutheran 
Medical Center Foundation. It has 
since defined health like this: "aesthet- 
ic, economic, educational, emotional, 
environmental, occupational, physical, 
social and spiritual." 

All the talk about a foundation created 
with Memorial's money raises the ques- 
tion of what will happen to the existing 
Memorial Health System Foundation, 
which reported $4.4 million as of March. 
Established in 2001, the foundation's sole 
purpose is to support Memorial. 

"How that will change if Memo- 
rial is under different authority is the 
question," says Memorial spokesman 
Brian Newsome, who expects voters to 
address that "if" in a special election 
Aug. 28. "Where does the money go? 
Is it organized the same way? These 
are interesting questions, but I don't 
know the answers." 

UCH's bid doesn't include Memo- 
rial's foundation in an organizational 
chart, though its own foundation and 
that of partner Poudre Valley Health 
System are included. Its only reference 
to Memorial's foundation is a statement 
saying "it will be important to seek 
partnerships" with numerous organiza- 
tions, including the foundation.

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More than a feeling 



Whenever civil unions are passed, gay people will enjoy real change — but not yet

When you strip the religious 
component out of the debate 
surrounding civil unions in Colorado, 
what you are left with, says Rev. Dr. 
Jacque Franklin, is something basic. 




People spoke out Saturday at a One Colorado 
rally at All Souls Unitarian Universalist Church 



"We consider it a human rights 
issue," says Franklin. "American citi- 
zens need to have the same rights, and 
that's not happening today." 

Franklin is the associate minister for 
First Congregational Church in Colora- 
do Springs. Part of the United Church 
of Christ denomination, the church has 
long recognized the equality of same- 
sex relationships, even conducting 



marriage ceremonies for gay couples. 

"It's important for people to mark 
the occasion," she says. "It's a mile- 
stone, a date to celebrate." 

Of course, such covenants are not 
legally recognized by the 
state, despite a recent dra- 
matic, and ultimately unsuc- 
cessful, battle within the state 
Legislature. 

Thanks to a number of 
House Republicans defect- 
ing from their party's stance, 
Colorado came as close as it 
ever has to authorizing civil 
unions. In the waning days 
of the 2012 session, Senate 
Bill 2 passed through three 
GOP-controlled committees 
in the House, only to have 
Republican leadership grind 
the session to a halt in order to 
kill the bill. 

In response, Gov. John 
Hickenlooper called for a spe- 
cial session to deal with SB 
2, as well many of the nearly 
30 bills that were also killed. 
On Monday, on the first day 
of the special session, House 
Republican leadership sent SB 
2 to the conservative-led State, 
Veterans and Military Affairs, 
where it died after testimony. 

What at least one local 
activist calls "a 20-year slog" 
will evidently stretch at least 
one more year. But what it won't do is 
go away — not with President Barack 
Obama now supporting same-sex mar- 
riage, and not with so much at stake 
for gay couples in Colorado. 

Rights and responsibilities 

When Rep. Marsha Looper, a Repub- 
lican fighting a fierce primary challenge 
in local House District 19, came out 



against civil unions, she did so with a 
strongly worded press statement. 

"One of our nation's most sacred 
and important principles, marriage 
between one man and one woman is 
again under assault at the Colorado 
State Capitol ... " she wrote. "Any type 
of civil union policy will create severe 
and long-term societal consequences." 

As a matter of rights, Looper 
argued, the gay community is already 
protected under the 2009 Designated 
Beneficiary Agreement Act. 

But a "DBA" — a legal instrument 
that establishes a number of rights, 
such as hospital visitation — falls short 
of a civil union in a number of ways. 
For one thing, DBAs are contestable, 
and can be overruled, as noted by 
Shawna Kemppainen, executive direc- 
tor of Inside Out Youth Services, the 
local organization that serves lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender teens. 

"It's considered a part of legacy plan- 
ning, similar to powers of attorney, 
medical powers of attorney," Kemp- 
painen says of DBAs. "In fact, a lot of 
married couples have these additional 
legal documents. So they are good, but 
they're legal documents and legal agree- 
ments, leaving couples much more vul- 
nerable than would an actual law." 

As with a marriage, once two people 
enter into a civil union, they would be 
agreeing to legal responsibilities, as 
well as gaining rights. As described in 
the language of SB 2, and confirmed 
by advocacy group One Colorado: 

• Civil unions would establish a 
framework for the end of a relation- 
ship, meaning one party couldn't 
simply walk away from property and 
financial responsibilities, such as a 
mortgage. "If I am in a civil union, and 
it dissolves, I have financial responsi- 
bility — if I have a child with that per- 
son, for example," says Kemppainen. 



"As of right now, it leaves families 
unprotected." 

• Civil unions would entitle a part- 
ner to state public assistance. Or, as 
One Colorado puts it, "the more likely 
scenario that public assistance benefits 
will be denied because of the com- 
bined income of the household." 

• Also, someone in a civil union 
would be able to legally adopt the child 
of his/her partner; to access, and be 
protected under, domestic abuse and 
violence programs; to make decisions 
pertaining to CPR, scope of medical 
treatment, and handling of last remains 
of the partner; to have visitation rights 
if the partner goes to jail or prison, or a 
mental health facility; to refuse to testify 
against the partner; and so on. 

'Total slap in the face' 

Kemppainen traveled with two 
19-year-olds from Inside Out to the 
Legislature last week, spending the 
day observing as the bill was killed for 
the first time. Watching the filibuster 
that ran down the clock on debate, led 
by El Paso County Republicans such 
as Rep. Bob Gardner, was especially 
insulting to the teens, she says. 

"It was a total slap in the face to 
the young people who are LGBT," she 
says. "They are hearing these messages 
20 times a day, in school and other 
places, that 'You are not as good,' 
'You're a fag,' 'You're a dyke.' And 
then to watch their elected representa- 
tives killing time talking about license 
plates and whether we should have 
french fries or not in cafeterias, was to 
them utterly unimaginable. 

"When you are made invisible for 
so long, you start to feel invisible and 
like you don't matter. And that's what's 
killing kids."

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Campaign money adds up 

Last week, financial report filings gave 
snapshots of what state Republicans could 
spend on contested June primaries, and 
how other candidates look for November. 

More than $100,000 is at play in the 
heated House District 19 primary. Relying 
largely on self-funding, Rep. Marsha 
Looper reports $42,000 with an additional 
$8,000 loan; her opponent. House Majority 
Leader Amy Stephens, has raised $64,000. 
In Senate District 10, current Rep. Larry 
Liston has raised$44,000 with an additional 
$5,000 loan in his primary against Owen 
Hill, who has raised $37,000. 

Asfor November races, in House District 
17 Democrat challenger Tony Exum has 
raised$10,000for his bid againstincumbent 
Republican Mark Barker, who has amassed 
nearly $27,000. It's also clear that a battle is 
brewing in House District 18. Republicans' 
first-time candidate, Jennifer George, has 
collected $56,000. Incumbent Democrat 
Pete Lee has roughly $40,000. — CH 

No dogs on the Incline 

To putitin kindergartenterms, trespassing 
on the Manitou Incline is "bad," but 
bringing your dog along is "badder." 

Though governments and private agencies 
are well into the process of opening the trail 
to legal hiking, the old cog railway known as 
a gruesome uphill slog is still officially closed. 
That doesn't prevent an estimated 350,000 to 
500,000 people from climbing it every year, 
many with their pups. If meetings are any 
gauge, people have had mixed feelings about 
the preponderance of canines on the trail. 

"When we went through the public 
process, one of the hot items ... was the 
question of dogs with two main issues in 
mind: people not picking up the waste of their 
dogs, and dogs just running loose and maybe 
creating a possibly dangerous situation," city 
parks official Kurt Schroeder says. 

In the end, reps from involved cities 
decided to ban dogs. Of course, given the 
lack of success at keeping people off the 
Incline, it seems reasonable to wonder if 
officials can rid the area of pooches. — JAS 

Mining Exchange opens 

Though fewer than half of its rooms were 
complete, The Mining Exchange, a Wyndham 
Grand Hotel, opened last week, after more 
than five years of work and about $30 million 
in investment. Sole owner Perry Sanders 
tells the Indy he wanted the renovated former 
stock exchange building at 8 S. Nevada Ave. 
to become a hub of downtown ("Project 
projections," News, Feb. 2). 

The other half of the hotel's 117 rooms are 
expected to open within a month. The hotel's 
restaurant, Springs Orleans, was the first 
part of the projectto be completed. — JAS 

FREX users won't quit 

Most Colorado springs City Councilors 
have appeared supportive of a Transit 
Solution Team plan that would eliminate 



the Front Range Express (FREX) bus 
service linking Colorado Springs and 
Denver. But FREX riders aren't giving up. 

Local supporter Jon Rogers set up a 
website, savefrex.org and says he's collected 
nearly 800 signatures on its "save FREX" 
petition, which he'll present to Council. 
(See "Save the FREX," on p. 8, for more.) 
Meanwhile, the city bus service, Mountain 
Metropolitan Transit, is hosting required 
public meetings to talk about changes. 

The last two meetings are at noon and 
6 p.m., Thursday in Council Chambers at 
City Hall, 107 N. Nevada Ave. — JAS 

Ruling may impact AFA 

After a state Court of Appeals decision 
calling Colorado's Day of Prayer 
unconstitutional, Mikey Weinstein of the 
Military Religious Freedom Foundation 
says the Air Force Academy should cancel 
its prayer breakfast and related events. 

Federal institutions don't normally have 
to comply with state laws, but Weinstein 
says the AFA should, after following 
state law in forbidding same-sex couples 
from marrying on campus ("Wedding bell 
blues," News, Oct. 13, 2011). Same-sex 
marriage is illegal in Colorado, and under 
a Pentagon directive, same-sex marriages 
are only allowed on military campuses in 
states where the ceremonies are legal. 

Using that logic, Weinstein feels the 
academy should also follow the state's lead 
in canceling government-sponsored religious 
events. Or, Weinstein says, the AFA could 
reassert its right to ignore state law, by 
allowing same-sex marriages on the campus. 

"You cannot have it both ways," he 
tells the Indy. Either change would please 
Weinstein. But it's not clear whether 
Weinstein's demands will be considered, 
or whether they have legal merit. AFA 
officials did not immediately respond to a 
requestfor comment. — JAS 

Seniors catch a break 

For the first time since 2008, the Colorado 
Legislature has funded the Senior 
Homestead Exemption, giving some older 
citizens a property tax break. It reduces 
property taxes by exempting 50 percent of 
the first $200,000 value, and will cost the 
state $98.6 million in the 2012-13 fiscal year. 

For a typical home assessed at 
$200,000, seniors in Colorado Springs and 
School District 1 1 will save $484 for taxes 
due in 2013, says Steve Schleiker with the 
El Paso County Assessor's Office. 

Voters approved the exemption in 2002 to 
become effective fortaxes due in 2003. But in 
2003, facing a budget deficit, the Legislature 
suspended the break. It was restored in 
2006, suspended in 2007, restored in 2008 
and suspended since then, Schleiker says. 

To be eligible, seniors must have been 65 
as of Jan. 1, and have lived in the home as a 
primary residence for 10 consecutive years.

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Baby steps 



With tragedy still in the news, local advocates 
scrap for funding to fight child abuse and neglect

On Monday, Fort Carson 
released the charge sheet for 
Pfc. Ian M. Smith, accused of kill- 
ing a young child last June. 

On Tuesday, Pfc. Jason A. Price 
was scheduled to appear for an 
evidence hearing in the murder of a 
2-year-old last November.

While the timing is coincidental, 
the incidents fit into a larger pat- 
tern. According to the Department 
of Human Services, 10 children 
— six of whom were under 1 year 
of age — were killed in 2011 in El 
Paso County. Between 2007 and 
2011, there were 30 deaths resulting 
from abuse or neglect of people 17 
or younger. 

These numbers have inspired a 
series of aggressive and passion- 
ate discussions under the banner 
"Not One More Child." Headed by 
County Commissioner Sallie Clark 
and District Attorney Dan May, the 
advocacy group has held a handful 
of meetings since January to discuss 
how to reach out to the community. 

"The majority of the recent deaths 
of our littlest citizens have involved 
young parents or caregivers of very 
young children and were, in general, 
one moment that took the life of a 
child," Clark says. "Not one more 
child should die in El Paso Coun- 
try due to abuse or 
neglect." 

The fluid group 
of 50 to 70 advo-

groups such as Court Appointed 
Special Advocates (CASA) and 
Safe Passage. Among other efforts, 
according to DHS public com- 
munications specialist Jennifer 
Brown, the group is helping replicate 
Memorial Hospital's "Crying Baby 
Program" in other local hospitals; 
preparing training and education 
materials for first responders; and 
helping medical professionals create 
a training program for pediatricians, 
who can reach out to parents at 
"well-baby" visits. 

Chris Bandini, aka Christopher 
Chaos, was enlisted to create a pub- 
lic service announcement as part of 
his internship with Pikes Peak Com- 
munity College's KEPC-FM 89.7. It 
encourages parents to take preventa- 
tive steps before losing their temper: 
Set the baby down in a safe place, 
take a few minutes to unwind, lean 
on someone else. The PSA portrays 
an aggravated young father calling 
friends to come over for support. 

Bandini says he strove to cap- 
ture a moment grounded in real- 
ity. "Males . . . are most often the 
aggressors," he says, "and the most 
common thing I could think of was 
someone who is really frustrated 
because he doesn't have sometimes 
that instinct that women have." 

In 2011 alone, 12,327 reports 
of child abuse and neglect were 
received by DHS. Seventy-two 
percent of aggressors were parents 
or step-parents, and adults 25 and 
younger accounted for 54 percent. 

But Sally Duncan, RN, trauma out- 
reach and injury prevention specialist 
at Memorial Hospital, says every 
parent should be educated about the 
difficulties of parenting. "It's the 
hardest job you can ever have, to have 
a baby," she says. "And to know that 
in advance, and have a backup plan, 
and that we as a community will have 
backup plans for you — that's what I 
would like to see." 

Funding, of course, will dictate 
just how sturdy a safety net the group 
can create, and Brown says members 
are researching grant opportunities. 
Says CASA director Trudy Strew- 
ler, "I wouldn't mind if 
n 20 years, the headlines 
said, 'CASA is no longer 
needed.' We really need 
to end the abuse that's 



going on in our com- 
munity."

Anything you can do ... 

The Colorado Sting women's Joolball team, in iU first season, plaus just like the boys

In the past decade, the women of Colorado Springs 
have been exerting some new kinds of badassery — 
from throwing elbows in flat-track and banked-track 
roller derby, to flaunting leather and lace in the four- 
year-old Peaks and Pasties burlesque troupe. 

Now our women are taking it a step further with the 
Colorado Sting, a semi-professional, full-contact foot- 
ball team belonging to the Independent Women's Foot- 
ball League (IWFL). And they're serious about it. At a 
recent practice, going from hard-hitting drill to hard- 
hitting drill, they only rest for my benefit — granting 
interviews while panting and sweaty, all the while cast- 
ing one determined eye back to the field. 

The Sting is the product of head coach Lester Rob- 
inson. A longtime boys' football coach for the city's 
Parks and Rec department, Robinson had also coached 
a team in the indoor Foxxy Football League (FFL), 
which fell apart in 2011. He knew the women's hearts 



were still in the sport, so when one of his boys' moms 
wanted to start a new league, he moved on it. 

The FFL was full-contact, but it wasn't quite what 
the IWFL is doing now. The FFL teams played seven- 
on-seven indoors, wearing hockey gear on top and no 
gear (meaning just shorts) on the bottom. The Sting, on 
the other hand, wear full pads and uniforms and play 
on a regulation field by NCAA rules. They play with a 
smaller ball to accommodate smaller hands, but, says 
Robinson, "It's actually football, 11-on-ll." 

Title IX lives 

According to Title IX legislation passed in 1972, 
which mandates gender equality in secondary school 
academics and sports, girls are allowed to play on school 
football teams. Despite that, though, many girls don't 
feel welcome, either because they think they should be 
playing more feminine sports, or because the boys tease 



them. And only a few American schools already incor- 
porated girls' football teams into their athletic programs. 

Some of the Sting's players, whose ages range from 
19 to 38, have never played football of any sort. And 
most have never played the way the boys play. 

"I never played tackle until I met Lester," says wide 
receiver and safety Niquita Grayer, who's played intra- 
mural and flag football. 'As a man, you kind of know 
what sport you want to play because you're taught that, 
being little boys. Little girls are taught to be cute, and I 
think that once a lot of women see this, they're going to 
want to be a part of it because it's so 'out there.'" 

These players aren't concerned with being cute. 

"Nobody worries about breaking nails. I don't think 
we even worry about breaking bones until it happens," 
says Grayer. And it happens. In the first game, the 
Sting lost five players to minor injuries, and a player 
from the opposing Phoenix Phantomz broke her ankle. 
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"Anybody who's out here knows that they're 
going to get hit, and knows that they're going to 
have to play hard, and that's why we practice," says 
defensive end Kim Bland. "You won't see a lot of 
the girls saying, 'Ow, I'm hurt.' You're going to see 
them get up and do it again." 

Getting back up 

With practices four times a week, the players — 
all of whom have day jobs — dedicate large por- 
tions of their life to building the team. They don't 
get paid; in fact, they pay for much of their own 
gear, and chip in for transportation. Their immedi- 
ate goal is to expand the team from 30 to 40 play- 
ers and grow as a community. 

"If you look at all the other teams around the 
nation, they're getting pretty big, so our intent is 
just to be as big as them, whether it's getting paid 
to play or just having big sponsorships so we don't 
have to pay out of our pockets," says middle line- 
backer and team captain Abby Higginbotham. 

Indeed, of 51 teams across the U.S., Canada 
and Mexico, some teams have been around long 
enough to earn some of those perks — like the 
Atlanta Xplosion, who in 2003 joined the then- 
nascent league and now enjoy sponsorships and 
tons of support. 

Of course, the Sting first must prove they have 
staying power. A decade ago, the United Women's 
Football League, a tackle league that hosted the 
Koalas, Colorado Springs' first-ever women's team, 
fell apart after less than one season. The FFL only 
lasted partway through the second season, and Rob- 
inson says that's because "it wasn't managed right." 

Grayer, for one, envisions the Sting going the 
distance. "If we continue to be as serious as we 



are about it and it continues to grow," she says, "it 
could lead to a WNFL or something like that." 

In one respect, the IWFL is already like the NFL: 
New, or "expansion," teams often find tough sled- 
ding. In that first April game in Phoenix, the Sting 
fell to the Phantomz by an ugly final score of 75-0. 

"We went up against a team that has 10 years' 
experience, and we got thumped," Robinson says. 
To which Bland adds, "They're absolutely huge." 

The Sting will play the Phantomz again at their 
first home game May 19. But the women aren't 
intimidated. 

"Not at all," Bland says. "We're preparing right 
now; that's what we're here for." 

As the season progresses, the team will continue 
recruiting. And in the fall, it'll hold formal tryouts. 
Anyone interested can contact Robinson. "If you 
haven't played before, that's fine," he says. "We can 
put the works in and get you going." 

As the team and the sport continue to grow, the 
players will naturally continue to fight for their 
place in the boys' club. 

"It's been a while since Title IX," Higginbotham 
says. "We're still trying to break through barriers, 
and hopefully this is that final barrier we can break 
through and show people that we can do anything 
guys can do."

Notching it up 

Three of the city's marquee summer 
events will rise to new levels in 2012 

By Ralph Routon 

I n any given year, the summer months bring out the best in 
I Colorado Springs. It's hard to think of any other city our size 
with a comparable array of annual sports events. 

We see cars, runners and cyclists — separately, of course 
— climbing our 14,110-foot Pikes Peak. We host rodeos, other 
running events, golf tournaments and more. 

Sometimes, on top of all that, we enjoy special events with 
national or even global significance, such as the U.S. Women's 
Open golf championship last year at The Broadmoor, and the 
U.S. Senior Open a few years earlier. 

This year, a new theme applies. Three of the Springs' highest- 
visibility sports events are taking it to another level, making 
them worthy of headliner status forthe summer of 2012. 

Let's tackle them chronologically... 

• Pikes Peak International Hill Climb: Forthe 90th running of 
the oldest motorsports race west of the Mississippi River, a new 
wrinkle has changed everything. This year, forthe first time, the 
entire 12.42-mile course to the Pikes Peak summit will be paved. 

That obviously means faster sustained speeds and a new set 
of records, but it also means fast-rising interest from car manu- 
facturers and racing entities who see the Race to the Clouds now 
as providing huge research and marketing opportunities, even for 
electric-powered vehicles. We'll see much more participation by 
those factory-backed operations in years to come, but already this 
year the Hill Climb has attracted more than 200 entrants. 

They'll go through inspections July 3, and hit the mountain 
for practice and qualifying runs between July 4 and 6. Then at 
least 180 will run to the top on Sunday, July 8. And the wider 
variety of cars will add to the appeal of the hugely popular Hill 
Climb Fan Fest, set for 5 to 10 p.m. on Friday, July 6, in down- 
town Colorado Springs, with Tejon Street blocked off from Bijou 
Street south to Colorado Avenue. Crowds have reached 25,000 
for previous Fan Fests. 

• Rocky Mountain State Games: Once again, athletes from 
Colorado and surrounding states will converge on the Springs 
for the 34-sport extravaganza that fills the last two weekends 
of July. But the traditional opening ceremony, scheduled for Fri- 
day, July 27, will take full advantage of a bigger event that same 
evening — the start of the 2012 Summer Olympics. 

So the State Games festivities will unfold at America the 
Beautiful Park, complete with our own torch-lighting, and then 
the athletes will march downtown to join thousands of area 
residents for an Olympic Celebration that includes watching a 
live feed from NBC of the Olympic Games opening ceremony in 
London. If the weather cooperates, that gathering could turn 
into a gargantuan festival. 

• USA Pro Cycling Challenge: Last summer, local enthusiasts 
enjoyed watching the prologue of the inaugural Pro Cycling 
Challenge. But the downside of that stage was seeing just one 
cyclist every minute or so along the course to the finish of the 
time trial, with the only suspense in watching the times. 

This second version will be completely different. On Friday, 
Aug. 24, the Challenge's grueling fifth stage will run from Breck- 
enridge over Hoosier Pass, across South Park, over Wilkerson 
Pass, onward through Florissant, up to Divide, then down Ute 
Pass into Colorado Springs — 117 miles in all. Atthe end comes 
a dramatic twist as the field will make three laps around the 
city's downtown core, leading to the actual finish. 

That means all kinds of excellentviewing possibilities in 
the downtown setting, and the chance for perhaps the larg- 
est crowd ever to witness a single sporting event in Colorado 
Springs. 

Lots of cities would kill for the chance to have just one of 
those three spectaculars. 

We getthem all ... in the same summer.

Another dimension 

At only 17 years old, Karissa Gonzalez-Othon 
shatters artistic expectations in multiple genres 



Picture a high school cafeteria. It's chaotic, full of teens catching up on conversations 
and text messages in between bites of lunch. 

Notice the young woman quietly observing her classmates, then turning back to her 
sketchbook as she draws theirfaces. 

Karissa Gonzalez-Othon stands out among other 17-year-olds at the Vanguard School, 
an offshoot of Cheyenne Mountain Charter Academy. But she's an absolute star at Imagi- 
nation Space, the Imagination Celebration facility in the Citadel mall; her work in the Young 
People's Art Exhibition, which displayed 325 pieces, is festooned with ribbons. 

Her life-sized sculpture of an African warrior, which sprang entirely from Gonzalez- 
Othon's imagination, won best of show. Her oil of a woman with unforgettable eyes took first 
place in painting — an amazing feat, considering she took up the medium just last year. 

"I do like oil painting," she says shyly. "I like to do people in general." Not bad for her 
second public art appearance. 

Her teacher, Greg Custer, thinks so highly of her talent that he began working with her 
after school when she couldn'tfit art classes into her schedule. 

"She's fabulous," he says. "We went up for a portfolio review in Denver, and 
the Kansas City Art Institute was there and she showed her work to 
the gentleman there. He just kept looking at it and looking at her. 
Finally he said, 'I look at portfolios for all incoming students, and 
I don't see something like this every year. This is a once-in- 
three-years portfolio.'" 

Deborah Thornton, Imagination Celebration's executive 
director, also is a fan. After 25 years working with artists 
in this region, she can'tthink of anyone else — of any 
age — so skilled in both two- and three-dimensional art. 

"Last year, we saw her work and we were like, 'Whoa.' 
We were just waiting to see what would come in from 
her this year." 

Thornton is proud of the entire exhibit, now in its 
50th year. Imagination Celebration has hosted it 
for seven years, aftertaking overforthe Colorado 
Springs Fine Arts Center in Thornton's first year 
as executive director. 

"Every single piece in here is a winner, because 
they got chosen to be in this exhibit," she says. 
"There are thousands of kids who aren't in this 
exhibit." 

Karissa has enrolled at Fort Hays State Univer- 
sity in Kansas, where Custer studied, and hopes to 
become a studio artist after college. 

To those skeptical about the usefulness of an art 
degree, Thornton says, "Part of what we talk to parents 
about is that, no matter what career your child goes into, 
they have a strength and ability to add to that career. 
They learn to look 
deeply, they learn 
to really observe, 
they learn to use 
their imagination

Toe-tapping musical Hairspray takes on racial segregation

Marge Simpson's blue beehive is not among the nearly 40 wigs on hand for the Colorado 
Springs Fine Arts Center Theatre Company's final show of the season. But make no mis- 
take, says director Scott RC Levy — taken in total, "it's a lot of hair." 

In fact, Levy describes Hairspray as sort of a lot of everything: "bright and buoyant and high- 
energy." And while the show also may be campy and comic, he points out that it addresses real 
issues, as its eight 2003 Tony Awards might suggest. 

The musical is set in 1962 Baltimore, where racial segregation is commonplace. The show's 
plump, talented and white heroine, Tracy Turnblad, wins a spot as a dancer on the Corny Collins 
Showand grows increasingly enamored with what her parents call "race music." What follows 
is a story — a "sweet, infinitely spirited, bubblegum-flavored confection," as put by Variety 
magazine — built around her attempts to integrate the local TV show, and fueled by R&B and 
pop sounds of the day. 

Interestingly, Levy says he partly chose this production to challenge some contemporary 
perceptions of race within the local theater scene. When interviewing for the artistic director 
position last year, he says, he came across a number of articles and discussions about how 
seemingly impossible it was to do theatrical productions with actors representing different 
ethnicities, how "it was so hard to cast. And I said, 'Bullshit — let's do it.'" 

As a result, Hairspray's cast of 24 is interracial, inter-generational and even cross-dressing. 
Throw in an eight-piece live orchestra, the largest band the FAC stage has seen all season.

Made-over Mediterranean spot offers some shine

If some days I can't decide among 
chicken, pork or beef, it's never 
when I've had a chance to hear 
about Nik Hashemi's kabobs. 

"The chicken is marinated over- 
night — it's a chicken breast — with 
olive oil, saffron and onion, salt, 
pepper, a little touch of garlic, and 
sumac and a little bit of turmeric," 
says the Golden Gyros owner. "So

we marinate it overnight, and then 
we put it on a skewer. And we put it 
on a charbroiler, but it doesn't touch 
the grill — it barbecues with just the 
heat of the flame." 

Confronted with a plate of the 
real thing, in the reclaimed Taco 
Bell across from the U.S. Olym- 
pic Training Center, it amazingly 
enough tastes even better than it 
sounds. For $7.49, you get seven or 
eight ping-pong-ball-sized lumps 
of tender chicken imbued with a 
charred yellow tint over a bed of 
straw-colored Persian rice with 
roasted tomatoes. They take some 
15 minutes to cook, but the firm, 
plump pieces of polio cover your 
tongue with notes reminiscent of 
lightly bitter citrus grilled in savory 
honey; they then vanish almost 
immediately, leaving nothing to 
linger over. 

"Holy crap," said my girlfriend 
after her first bite. "Wow. Those are 
good." 

They're the favorite of Hashemi, a 
Jewish immigrant who, as a 17-year- 
old, fled from the Iranian Revolution. 
"The situation got out of hand after 
the shah left," 
he says, refer- 
encing over- 
thrown leader 
Mohammad 
Reza Pahlavi. 
"I lost a few

friends that I grew up with, and I 
went to [the] same high school [with], 
so if I wouldn't have left I would 
probably be one of them." 

Iran's loss has been our gain: 
Hashemi's on his fourth local res- 
taurant, though the others, includ- 
ing a Mediterranean outfit in the 
Citadel Mall, have since been sold. 
We should be most thankful 
for the spanako- 
pita ($4.29), dolmades 
($2.49) and hummus 
($4.29). Get the veggie 
platter ($7.99) for all 
three, but any of them 
could stand on their 
own, like the little, 
delicious, steaming 
spinach-filled pillows 
bound in flaky phyllo. 
Or the grape-leaf- 
wrapped dolmades, 
which arrived on a 
blisteringly hot plate, 
and expertly ride the 
line between mint and 
lemon, never veering 
into toothpaste-taste 
territory. Or a smooth 
and creamy hummus, which seemed 
only a touch short on tahini. 

To the pretty good, I offer the 
typical gyro sandwich ($4.59) and 
the falafel platter ($6.49). Like 
almost every like-minded joint in 
town, the Greek treat's meat comes 
from Kronos Inc., in Chicago, so 
it's par for the course; so does the 
pita bread, actually, even though 
the menu says it's homemade. 
Either way, it's too dry, especially 
for the amount of tzatziki included. 
Equally lacking are the little falafel 
discs, which crunch with authority 
but don't taste seasoned. 

As for the not-good, the chicken 
gyro ($4.59), with its horrible sliced 
pieces of pressed and grilled chicken, 
is not only worth skipping but worth 
protesting. I've found it on other local 
Middle Eastern menus, and it's never 
failed to make my gorge rise. 

But that's about it. The baklava's 
($1.69) moist and flaky, though 
whether it's made in-house (says 
Hashemi) or ordered from outside 
(says an employee) is still up for 
debate. Either way, it's a nice end 
to a pretty good meal. And not 
only do you not have to 
leave your country for it, 
but thanks to the leftover 
drive-through, you don't 
even have to leave your car.

Rabbit to Frogger 



A little over a year after opening The Rab- 
bit Hole (101 N. Tejon St., rabbitholedinner. 
com) in the difficult subterranean location 
that had spurned many others before it, 
owners Joe and Amber Campana have 
plans to overhaul anotherfickle downtown 
spot: 111 E. Boulder St. It's the former 
home of Burgers and Bowls and Taste of 
New Orleans, and previously a sushi joint. 

Like her predecessors. Amber mentions 
the location's proximity to Palmer High 
School and Colorado College, and the 
potential for student support. And even 
though she and Joe have yet to hammer 
out the food offerings, they have another 
concept that just may be the key to lon- 
gevity: vintage arcade games. 

With Supernova, loosely inspired by a 
Denver dive called The 1Up — which, on 
its website, credits businesses in Port- 
land, Ore., and Brooklyn, N.Y., for the 
arcade-bar concept — Amber says the 
idea is to sling student lunches by day, 
then turn into a 21 -plus '80s arcade-and- 
bar by night.

Most 
purchases came via eBay and Craigslist, 
for anywhere between $300 and $900. 

In truth, she says, Joe and Rabbit Hole 
chef Josh Beemer haven't nailed down 
Supernova's culinary approach, other than 
to say it will "be mostly bar food" and cer- 
tainly not pizza, with Louie's literally next 
door and Poor Richard's around the corner. 
Expect an opening around mid-August, 
once a liquor license has been obtained. 

Unconscious Table 

After its Mother's Day brunch this past 
Sunday, Conscious Table (26 E. Kiowa St.) 
ceased service. Offering cooking classes 
in addition to lunch and dinner service, the 
outfit had opened last fall with high hopes 
for the merger of creativity and sustain- 
ability. It continued the tradition of "liter- 
ary dinners" first started by chef Brent 
Beavers at Sencha some years prior.

Cherry Sherre's Pizza & Ice Cream Toros Mexican Grill 



729 Dale St., Fountain, 382-5557 

I can remember playing parks and rec soccer in fifth 
grade for the Panthers. At the end of our defeated 
season — as opposed to "un" — we all hit the Louie's 
Pizza in Briargate for pies and participation trophies. 

For young Fountain-Fort Carson footballers destined 
for Trojan glory. Cherry Sherre's is there for their party. 

In an open room full of corrugated metal and at least 
three big statues of Betty Boop, tables protected by 
black, cherry-specked tablecloths, covered in plastic, 
share space with foosball and pool tables. A sign adver- 
tises the daily special: the Hawaiian Cheeseburger 
($8.25), just one among many offerings that also include 
pizza, shakes, ice cream and steak. I'd suggest going 
with one of those, as the burger patty was small and full 
of meat juice that reduced the bottom bun to clay. Mean- 
while, chunks of canned pineapple, with undercooked 
bacon, left a less-than-tropical taste. — Bryce Crawford 



85/87, Fountain, 418-5279, torosmexicanrestaurant.com 
A reader requested that we visit newly opened, sharply 
decorated Toros because he'd received mixed reviews 
from friends: "It is either totally awesome or total crap. 
Never anything in the middle, just a 10 or a 1," he wrote. 

Unfortunately, I have to lean closer to the latter, 
after sampling the camarones mojo de ajo (garlic 
shrimp, $11.50) and lengua en salsa de cacahuate 
(tongue in chile-tomato peanut sauce, $8.50). 

The shrimp were dry-ish, bearing a burnt garlic 
note, and the yellow squash and zucchini with corn 
came unseasoned. (Salt, pepper and olive oil would 
be perfectly fine.) The ancho chile nut sauce — such 
potential! — was overly tomato paste-y, thick and low 
on kick, meeting a practically stewed-to-mush meat. 
Even the flan couldn't save the day, with a fine texture 
but scant caramel influence and an odd synthetic edge 
of cinnamon-esque sweetness. — Matthew Schniper

A master of reinvention: Sacha Baron Cohen creates 
yet another brilliant persona to lampoon the world.

Borat was, after all, a minor mas- 
terpiece of comedic filmmaking, 
combining Cohen's sensibility as 
anarchic, gleefully offensive social 
satirist with faux-documentary style 
in something that emerged as Candid 
Camera by way of South Park. But by 
the time he was ready for his follow- 
up, Bruno, it was already clear that 
Cohen was no longer going to be able 
to sneak up on people. 

Sure, he could find plenty of work 
for hire as a gifted comic actor in 
stuff like Hugo, or more Madagascar 
voice-overs. But for his own original 
creations, he was going to have to find 
a new, Punk'd-free delivery system — 
and based on 2002's AH G Indahouse, 
that was far from a sure thing. 

The Dictator eases us into a more 
conventional comedy setting for Cohen 
with a biography of Gen. Aladeen — 
the capriciously iron-fisted ruler of 
the North African country of Wadiya, 
who inherited his rule from his father 
— courtesy fake TV news footage. 



Wadiya is facing potential interna- 
tional military action in response to its 
weapons program, requiring Aladeen 
to address the United Nations in New 
York. There, his uncle (Ben Kingsley) 
arranges to have Aladeen executed 

and replaced by an easily 
manipulated double who 
will, much to Aladeen's 
horror, sign a new consti- 
tution making Wadiya a 
democracy, albeit one that 
will make his uncle very 
rich. 

Aladeen, of course, 
manages to escape, and 
wanders into the wilds 
of New York shaven 
and unrecognizable as a 
reviled despot. For most 
comedians, this would be 
the cue for the tamest of 
fish-out-of-water humor, 
but Cohen, working again 
with Borat and Bruno 
director Larry Charles, 
attacks the concept with 
his characteristic refusal 
to find anything sacred. 

Aladeen's encounter 
with Zoe (Anna Faris), 
I the aggressively progres- 
■^kH sive owner of a "vegan 
feminist" grocery store 
who was protesting 
against Aladeen's poli- 
cies, turns into a hilari- 
ous skewering both of 
granola-lefty stereotypes 
and Aladeen's inability to 
deal with a diverse world. 
Never having been at a 
loss for women to pleasure him — his 
photo "Wall of Fame" includes Lind- 
say Lohan and Oprah Winfrey among 
his conquests — Aladeen learns for 
the first time how to, um, handle his 
own business. And when the conver- 
sation between Aladeen and his expa- 
triate nuclear-program chief (Jason 
Mantzoukas) aboard a tourist helicop- 
ter is misunderstood to be a terrorist 
plot, it's in a manner more outrageous 
than the trailer snippet hints at. 

Along the way, Cohen is almost 
certain to offend somebody, in 
ways that American film comedy is 
almost never prepared to attempt. 
Sure, there's stuff that's simply out- 
rageous, like Aladeen's impromptu 
act of midwifery that turns into an 
occasion for a romantic interlude. 
But this is also a guy who won't shy 
away from courting gasps when Ala- 
deen plays the "Munich Olympics" 
module on Wii Terrorist, or turning 
a culture's devaluation of female 
babies into a punch line. 



It all comes to a glorious climax 
when Aladeen gives a speech about 
why America doesn't understand the 
beneficial aspects of a dictatorship, 
rattling off uncomfortable truths 
about things you would never see in a 
democracy in a manner that's magnif- 
icently pointed. If you're not folding 
your arms in disgust at Cohen's views, 
you'll be howling with laughter at his 
ability to puncture America's sense of 
moral superiority. 

Inevitably, some of the gags fall 
flat, and the stretch of The Dicta- 
tor that takes place before Aladeen 
gets to New York isn't nearly as 
inspired. But it's hard to resist the 
goofy brilliance behind a movie that 
sets the lonely urban wanderings of 
its protagonist to the cliched tune 
of R.E.M.'s "Everybody Hurts" — 
except with lyrics sung in Arabic. Or 
that casts John C. Reilly as a covert 
operative embarrassed by his obso- 
lete torture equipment. 

Cohen proves that he doesn't need 
unwitting suckers to make his comedy 
work. He just needs an audience will- 
ing to laugh at liberals, zealots, rac- 
ists, assassinations, political persecu- 
tion, abortion and the idea that every 
male celebrity has his price for a little 
gay sex with a Chinese diplomat. You 
know who you are.

It's pathetic enough that Battle- 
ship is the dullest alien invasion 
movie ever, featuring an uninterest- 
ing incursion by nondescript aliens 
doing boring things and not even 
blowing shit up in exciting new 
ways.

"OMG — we should not be 
broadcasting our existence to the 
universe," it cries, "because all the 
bad aliens will come for our water 
or gold or Twix bars!

up all the astroscientisty types before 
they invite all the facehuggers over 
for dinner!" 

For that is precisely what happens 
here: Space nerds send a signal to a 
distant star system, and, like, days 
later, here's the away team from 
Planet Facehugger come to steal 
all our bubblegum. Except they're 
not actually all that bad. The most 
destruction they cause is accidental, 
when their communications ship 
crashes into Hong Kong, and their 
badass war balls (giant spiky metal 
balls that roll around crushing stuff 
in Honolulu, such as highway over- 
passes) come to a complete stop 
when they might mistakenly roll 
over a little kid or a horse. So you 
basically just need to go to a Little 
League game or stand next to a 
horse to escape destruction by the 
giant metal alien balls. 

But even when we puny humans 
do engage them in a military way, 
they kinda just roll over like puppies 
wanting their bellies rubbed. All 
we need is Taylor Kitsch, who goes 
from loser to lieutenant in the U.S. 
Navy in exactly the same amount of 
time it takes for the aliens to come 
a-invadin'. (He read The Art of War, 
but he doesn't get it. He actually 
says this.) 



And then some tech outdated 
by even Earth standards turns out 
to be enough to bring down alien 
invaders, anyway. All we need is a 
battleship and a bunch of grandpas 
who probably haven't even forgiven 
Japan for Pearl Harbor yet. 

I wish I was kidding about all 
this. 

Screenwriters Erich and Jon Hoe- 
ber (Red, Whiteout) had to bring in 
the mothballed battleship, because 
they were locked into "crafting" a 
movie around 
a mothballed 
board game. 
God help 
them, they 
came up with 
a way to have 
real warships 
fight a battle 
on a grid. But 
they could 
have been 
more creative 
about it. 

Meanwhile, 
director Peter 
Berg (Han- 
cock) adds 
nothing to 
the genre; he 
drenches the 
destructo-porn in golden sunlight 
and fellates the military. Indepen- 
dence Day is looking more and 
more like a classic with each pass- 
ing year. 

I can't even say this is nothing 
but a pointless exercise in blow- 
ing stuff up, because not that much 
stuff actually blows up. Pop star 
Rihanna is the least bad thing about 
this flick, and at least brings energy 
to the screen. The same cannot be 
said of Liam Neeson, whom we can 
feel counting his paywad. His sole 
purpose as a Navy admiral is to be 
the intimidating father of Brook- 
lyn Decker, whom Kitsch wants to 
marry, but can't get up the nerve to 
ask for permission. 

Hoorah for Kitsch, for by saving 
the world from incompetent aliens, 
he is finally made man enough to 
confront Neeson. The notion that an 
adult woman requires her father's 
permission to marry puts the social 
setting of Battleship on a par with 
the military and scientific one. 
Horatio Hornblower vs. Aliens in 
the Napoleonic War! That could 
have been a whole helluva lot more 
adventurous fun than this soggy 
mess.

Up from the ashes 



Following Jim Lindberg's departure, Pennywise renews its old-school ties

It's called irreconcilable differences 
in marriages, but the same thing hap- 
pens in bands. Years of deferring and 
compromising eventually call the entire 
enterprise into question. That's how 
original singer Jim Lindberg ended up 
leaving hardcore icons Pennywise.

The band, however, chose to forge 
on with a new vocalist, renewed fervor, 
and — as evidenced by their latest 
album, All or Nothing — a back-to- 
basics approach more in keeping with 
their '90s skate -punk origins. Replace- 
ment singer Zoli Teglas, who'd fronted 
Penny wise's longtime Orange County 
punk peers Ignite, is helping the band 
recapture a fervor lost during the years 
when hardcore became less popular and 
Lindberg tried to push the band in new 
directions.

says bassist Randy Bradbury of the 
band's attempt to swing with the cul- 
tural pendulum. "You have to have 
conviction in what you're doing and 
you have to go for it, and not worry 
what anyone will say. Once you start 
second-guessing yourself and trying 
to please everybody, all of a sudden 
you suck." 

Bradbury has been in Pennywise 
since the mid-'90s, when previous bass- 
ist Jason Thirsk took time off to deal 
with his alcoholism. Thirsk, who was 
one of the band's co-founders back in 
1988, would commit suicide a year 
later. The revised lineup soldiered on 
through August 2009, when Lindberg 
announced his departure to start a new, 
poppier band called the Black Pacific. 

Teglas didn't come onboard as the 
singer's replacement until the follow- 
ing February, by which time Brad- 
bury and founding guitarist Fletcher 
Dragge had already demoed over 100 
songs collectively. Byron McMackin 
brought his distinctive tommy-gun 
drums, Teglas stepped up to the mic, 
and everyone contributed to every 
song, resulting in the band's most col- 
laborative effort ever. In Bradbury's 
view, it was as if a weight had been 
lifted from everyone's shoulders, and 
they finally felt free to revisit the old 
school sound that made them famous. 

"There was a lot that we wanted to 
do that we couldn't do for years," says 
Bradbury. "We also wanted to pull 



out all the stops. We felt we needed 
to hit a home run. We had to show 
everyone how good a band we are, 
and how much better we can be. 

"There was always this situation 
where we knew that Jim was unhap- 
py," he adds. "If you can't work togeth- 
er, you end up with a lot of mediocrity. 
All those records we did, while I'd say 
on the whole they weren't that good, 
there are still good songs on them. But 
there were just a lot of compromises." 

While All or Nothing bristles with 
fist-in-the-air punk anthems like "Revo- 
lution" and the especially powerful 
shout-along "Stand Strong," there are 
a couple of detours like "Let Us Hear 
Your Voice," a more poppy number that 
recalls classic Green Day and gives Teg- 
las a chance to stretch his pipes some. 

"It's almost like he's too talented 
for us," admits Bradbury, "but we 
really focus on songs that anyone can 
sing. They only need to be melodic 
enough to where you want to sing 
them and know the lyrics." 

While numerous bands from the 
Dead Kennedys to Van Halen recruit- 
ed replacement vocalists with less- 
than-appealing results, Bradbury is 
hoping the Teglas-fronted Pennywise 
will fare better: "I'm hoping it will be 
more like Black Sabbath with Ronnie 
James Dio," he says with a laugh, "or 
AC/DC with Brian Johnson."

Santigold

On album No. 2, Santi White, aka Santigold, 
continues to crank out a sublime combination 
of world-music and dance-pop fun, connect- 
ing even more strongly than on 2008's much- 
acclaimed eponymous debut. Once again, she 
whirls reggae, African, rock and pop elements 
into the electronic mixture, which comes out 
bubbly and energetic. Master of My Make- 
Believe kicks begin with "Go!" (featuring an 
appearance from Karen 0 of the Yeah Yeah 
Yeahs), on which Santigold proclaims her 
power, but not in bragging form. On "Disparate 
Youth" and "The Keepers," Santigold takes on 
the voice of youth in revolt. But her biting, oft- 
political lyrics never offset the fun of songs 
like the rhythmic "Big Mouth" orthe hip-hop 
based "Freak Like Me." That makes Master of 
My Make-Believe a rarity: a very smart record 
that truly deserves to be the soundtrack of the 
summer. — L. Kent Wolgamott

If Paul Thorn's still laboring in perpetual 
obscurity, it's not because he lacks the talent to 
run with the big dogs. It's just that his music's 
not about hits. Thorn's songs tell truths even if 
they're wild yarns (if you can'ttell 'em apart, so 
much the better). On What the Hell Is Goin On? 
he performs 12 well-chosen covers in his soul- 
fully rugged, Pentecostal-preacher's-son voice, 
fully conveying knowledge of both the sacred 
and profane. Buddy and Julie Miller, Lindsey 
Buckingham, Allen Toussaint, Rick Danko, Al 
Anderson, Elvin Bishop and Paul Rodgers and 
other writers populate this album, punctuated 
by a slithery version of Ray Wylie Hubbard's 
"Snake Farm" that out-rattles the original. With 
backing by Nashville's gospel-groovin' McCrary 
Sisters and other guests, Tupelo-native Thorn 
sends this one far closer to heaven than any 
location near hell. — Lynne Margolis

After the success of 2009's Swoon, the 
latest release from the Silversun Pickups, 
Neck of the Woods, is a head-scratcher. While 
retaining some of the band's dreamy rock sen- 
sibilities, many of the 11 tracks wander aim- 
lessly ("Here We Are [Chancer]"), employ odd 
synths and rhythms ("The Pit") and have a 
dark edge that will not be for everyone (as evi- 
denced by the disturbing "Bloody Mary [Nerve 
Endings]"). Singer Brian Aubert's breathy 
vocals are distinctive and effective, especially 
on the blood-boiling rocker "Mean Spirits," 
while the mile-wide wall of distortion on "Skin 
Graph" and epic melodic rock of "Simmer" 
are classic Silversun Pickups. But tired songs 
like "Dots and Dashes" drag the album down. 
Sounding more like a directionless concept 
album than anything else, Neck of the Woods 
is a major misfire.

To howl and back 

Screaming Trees refugee Mark Lanegan branches out

It's been 20 years since Screaming 
Trees frontman Mark Lanegan 
growled his way into music con- 
sciousness with the hit "Nearly 
Lost You." Lanegan's spent much 
of those last two decades trying to 
undo the damage.

If that meant jumping on with 
buddy Josh Homme and Queens of 
the Stone Age for a few years, fine. 
If it meant joining friend and former 
Afghan Whigs frontman Greg Dulli 
in a two-man show for a while, 
that's great, too. 

Mostly, it just means that Lanegan 
can go eight years without making 
a solo record, as he did between 
2004's Bubblegum, and 2012's Blues 
Funeral, and not have anyone get 
too angry about it. 

Much of Lanegan's recent work 
provided him a great excuse to hang 
out with friends. Very little of it has 
been as labor-inten- 
sive as his grunge-era 
stint as frontman for 
Screaming Trees, the 
band he put together 
back in '85. 

"As I started doing 
those solo records, 
it was sort of a reac- 
tion against stuff I 
was doing with the 
Trees, which was 
noisier and louder," 
says Lanegan, who's also recorded 
with both Kurt Cobain and Layne 
Staley. "When I started making solo 
records, it was quieter music. And 
now, for the last several years, I've 
sort of reconciled the two sides, and

it's more just things I enjoy." 

The last time Lanegan let others 
control his music and career, kids 
were raiding attics for their parents' 
old Pendleton flannels and taping 
his band's songs off the radio — all 
a far cry from more atmospheric 
post-Trees projects 
like his three recent 
albums with Belle 
and Sebastian's Isobel 
Campbell. 

It's a life lived 
almost solely in the 
present, with little 
credence given to rel- 
ics of the past or over- 
arching plans for the 
future. Lanegan's live 
performances usually 
don't include his work 
from early Scream- 
ing Trees recordings 
like Other Worlds and 
Clairvoyance. As he 
learned many years 
ago, you should never 
put a song on a record 
unless you're prepared 
to hear it again for a 
good long time. 

"The songs I play 
are the songs that I 
enjoy still, and that's really all I'm 
ever going to do," Lanegan says. "I'm 
aware and grateful that there are peo- 
ple there to see it, but I've just always 
tried to please myself and I'm too 
self-centered to really give a damn 
about what anyone else wants to 
hear; I play the ones I want to play." 

The singer's own listening habits 
these days are largely devoid of 
vocals. Long stretches on the road 
are filled with instrumental, ambient 
music by his friend Dylan Carlson's 
seminal Seattle-based drone metal 
band Earth, psychedelic San Fran- 
cisco outfit Barn Owl, and German 
electronic project Gas. 

"I'm singing songs 
every day and, to a 
large extent, the same 
20 to 30 songs every 
day," Lanegan says. 
"When I'm travel- 
ing, I'm usually see- 
ing the world go by 
out a window, and 
music without singing 
seems like a fitting 
soundtrack to those 
visuals and a way to cleanse myself 
of the poisoning I'm doing to my 
mind listening to the same songs 
every day."

"Benny's would pay us $700 to playthere atone point," 
says Johnson of the west side biker bar. "They were 
willing to pay the money because they made money, and 
people came. In our heyday, we brought 150 people to 
almost every bar we played, and they all drank heavily." 

Johnson's final Mariner booking is New Mexico ladygrass 
duo Tina and her Pony, which plays the club this Friday. 
Also on Friday, look for a resurrected Chuck Snow & 
the Lo-Fi Cowboys with West- 
ern Underground at the Crysto- 
la, and Heavy Gravity — a new 
improv/hip-hop/fusioned-out 
project from DJ Gravity, guitar- 
ist Eric Blackmore and bassist 
Charlie Milo — at Zodiac.

Sheep hip-hop festival, which you may have read about in 
last week's cover story. I got there in time to catch amaz- 
ing sets by Mane Rock and his hyperactive turntablist DJ 
Tense, BullHead*ded, Wandering Monks and headliners 
Wheelchair Sports Camp, who closed with singer/saxo- 
phonist Abi Miller crooning the chorus of Ann Peebles' "I 
Can't Stand the Rain" as emcee Kalyn Heffernan, to bor- 
row her phrase, rapped her face off. 

As Heffernan told me earlier in the evening, "It's two 
ladies headlining an [otherwise] all-male show," and their 
stunningly original set showed why.

The Long Island resident 
wasn't a match for lackie Brucia, 61, 
but by her donating a kidney to some- 
one in St. Louis, Brucia moved up the 
donor list and received one from a San 
Francisco donor. "I felt I was giving 
her life back," Stevens said. Less than 
a month after surgery, still in consider- 
able pain, according to papers filed with 
the state Human Rights commission, 
Stevens said Brucia, just recovered from 
her own surgery, began calling to berate 
her for not coming to work. When she 
did return and was transferred to a high- 
crime neighborhood 50 miles away, Ste- 
vens said she complained and was fired. 
"I decided to become a kidney donor to 
my boss," Stevens said, "and she took 
my heart." (New York Post) 

Mixed signals 

Jenna Talackova, 23, was one of 65 
finalists for Miss Universe Canada, but 
organizers disqualified her after learning 
she was born a man. Rules specify each 
contestant must be a "naturally born 
female." Talackova changed gender 
at 19. Pageant officials later reversed 
themselves and declared that Talackova 
could compete provided "she meets the 
legal gender recognition requirements of 
Canada," although the statement didn't 
elaborate on what those requirements 
are. "I have never asked for any special 
consideration," Talackova said. "I only 
wanted to compete."(CNN) 

Reiterating its focus "on its core man- 
date" of providing high-quality medi- 
cal care, Canada's defense department 
acknowledged it is considering elimi- 
nating free Viagra and taxpayer-funded 
transgender surgery for troops. The gov- 
ernment began issuing Viagra in 2000 to 
ensure all soldiers are mentally fit and 
ready for the battlefield, but officials 
recently began expressing concern over 
the rising cost of the drug used to treat 
erectile dysfunction. Covering some of 
the cost of transgender surgery stems 
from the military's decision to allow gay 
and lesbian soldiers to serve without 
fear of reprisal. (The Canadian Press)

Medical marijuana news of the week 



As you wish 



Last week, the Colorado U.S. Attorney's 
Office issued a release announcing the 
closure of all MMJ centers targeted inthe 
most recent round of letters. But at least 
one has actually moved instead. 

Altitude Organic Medicine (altitude- 
organicmedicine.com) was deemed too 
close to Buena Vista Elementary School, 
but a new home at 523 S. Tejon St. has 
solved that problem. 

"I can see how people could go out of 
business real quick," says owner Luke 
Bonow. "It's just so expensive getting 
things moved, and then you have to build 
things out and pay for paint." 

On top of that, Bonow says the cen- 
ter's since lost roughly 30 percent of its 
patients, people who don't know where 
it went. Regardless, he's got nothing but 
nice things to say about U.S. Attorney 
John Walsh, who has, in two waves now, 
ordered centers in the state within 1,000 
feet of a school to close or move within 45 
days of receiving notice. 

"At least he gave us 45 days," says the 
owner. "At least he didn't just break down 
our door and arrest everybody, you know. 
He could've done that." 



This, not that 



As of press time, the fate of two medical- 
marijuana-related bills being considered 
during the Legislature's special session 
was still unknown: the attempt to transfer 
$7.7 million from the Colorado Department 
of Public Health and Environment to the 
Medical Marijuana Enforcement Division, 
helping bridge a budget gap; and the THC- 
DUI bill that would seta per-se limitonthe 
amount of the substance that could legally 
exist in a driver's blood. 

Regardless, the Medical Marijuana 
Industry Group, a Denver-based advocacy 
organization, released a statement over 
the weekend calling for introduction of a 
new bill that would enact the recommen- 
dations of a workgroup created last year 
to study the issue. 

"In seeking to meet the call of the Gov- 
ernor, our industry recommends legisla- 
tion that includes appropriate per-se lev- 
els for all drugs, not just marijuana," reads 
the statement from executive director 
Michael Elliott. "With regard to THC, we 
propose a 15 nanogram per-se standard ... 
A standard lowerthan 15 nanograms risks 
criminalizing the innocent, while undoing 
basic tenets of our criminal justice system 
such as proof beyond a reasonable doubt, 
the presumption of innocence, and the 
right to a jury trial." 

It's unknown when the group would 
hope to see a bill introduced, as the offi- 
cial legislative session has ended; a call 
and e-mail to Elliott went unreturned. 

As for the existing THC-DUI bill, the 
director in a previous statement called it 
"unnecessary, unsupported by the science, 
and unlikely to improve public safety."

Rockies die with pitching 

Here we are in mid-May, and for the Colorado Rockies, the prospects for this 
summer already look hopeless. 
Already, the Rox have lost touch with the .500 mark. Their starting rotation 
has disintegrated. Their bullpen has let games slip away. They've even raided the 
Triple-A roster in Colorado Springs, hoping to find unexpected treasures. 

Barely a month into the 2012 season, Colorado had confirmed all the apprehen- 
sive assessments about this team. There's plenty of offense on most nights, but not 
enough to outscore opponents feasting on the Rockies' sub-mediocre pitching. 

Several statistics stood out through last weekend. Despite Colorado hitters 
ranking third in the National League and seventh in the majors in runs scored, the 
pitchers were setting off all kinds of alarms. Check out these numbers: 

• They were last in the NL, and 29th out of 30 overall, in team earned-run aver- 
age (5.10), and 28th out of 30 in runs

• They were worst in the majors in 
opponents' batting average at .289, 
light-years worse than the division-lead- 
ing Los Angeles Dodgers at .224; 

• They also were 30th out of 30 
in their WHIP ratio (walks and hits 
allowed per inning pitched) at 1.56, 
with no other team in their NL West 
division worse than 1.31; 

• They had pitched no complete 
games this season, and stood 29th out 
of 30 in the majors for blown saves 
with eight. 

• Their starting pitchers had pro- 
duced only 12 quality starts — mean- 
ing at least six innings with no more 
than three earned runs allowed — also 
worst in the National League. 

As if all that weren't enough, Colo- 
rado also rated 23rd out of 30 in team defense, thanks to 26 errors. 

So what do those numbers mean? They tell me, once again, that the Rockies 
front office and coaching staff made many bad assessments going into, and com- 
ing out of, spring training. They were content in adding only an innings-eating 
starter, Jeremy Guthrie, who instantly became the No. 1 guy despite having 
a career record of 49-66. They assembled a staff so thin in spring training that 
Jamie Moyer, at 49 years old, made the team as a starter. (He's had some decent 
starts, but just one win so far.) Nobody seemed concerned with the bullpen, which 
suddenly became too thin and unproven. 

Granted, Colorado is missing starter Jorge De La Rosa, who is rehabbing 
slowly from elbow surgery last year and lasted only one inning in a disastrous 
Double-A start last weekend. But when your overall statistics are this bad, it's 
unrealistic to think that one guy would make that much of a difference. 

It also might be a reasonable explanation if the Rockies clearly were in a devel- 
opmental mode, bringing along a posse of gifted young arms who might take the 
team far in 2013 or, more likely, 2014. 

But that wasn't the mood coming out of spring training. The front office felt 
these Rockies were sufficiently stocked to become surprise contenders. (I didn't 
share that optimism, predicting a 76-86 record for 2012 in this space on March 29.) 

Already, we've seen yet another promising young pitcher, Jhoulys Chacin, take 
a downward turn. Juan Nicasio has made an inspiring comeback from his neck 
injury last year, but still lacks a full repertoire of pitches. Meanwhile, newcomers 
like Alex White, Drew Pomeranz, Guillermo Moscoso and Tyler Chatwood 
have lacked consistency or direction. 

This has come up before, but somebody has to blame pitching coach Bob Apo- 
daca, now in his 10th full season with the Rockies. He has lasted through many 
ups and downs, but it's hard to understand how he can continue amid so many 
recurring stories of pitchers struggling and flaming out. Colorado has changed 
hitting coaches several times in the past decade, but not Apodaca. 

Now the Rockies appear to have no other reasonable alternative. True, it might 
be harder to find the best-possible replacement during a season. But someone else 
with a fresh approach and attitude has to exist somewhere. 

Somebody has to be accountable for the pitching failures. If nothing happens, 
though, at some point it's not about Apodaca anymore. It's about manager Jim 
Tracy and general manager Dan O'Dowd not making the tough decision.

Looking at Bach's first year 

It was one year ago this week, last May 17, that we the villagers of Colorado 
Springs mailed or dropped off our runoff ballots in numbers that can only be 
described as "many dozens" and elected Steve Bach as our first strong mayor. 

And I think I speak for most of us when I say that in 2011, nothing said "We 
are a city of the future" more clearly than electing a mayor who was born when 
German U-boats were trying to sink American ships in the North Atlantic. 

In his subsequent victory speech to his supporters — at 4 p.m., right after 
most of them had finished supper — the progressive new mayor said he was 
looking forward to great innovation during his term, singling out for special 
attention "new uses for fire" and "protection from wild animals." He then 
handed out grainy photos of him sitting in a canoe with Lewis and Clark. 

I'm just kidding, of course. Mayor Bach is only 69 and has the same 
natural hair color he had when he was in his 20s — splotchy brownish 
and burned orange. No, really, despite being born 10 years before Dwight 
Eisenhower was elected president, Mayor Bach remains dynamic and ener- 
getic. Aides say he puts in long, grueling days in his office before heading 
home and dropping his teeth into a glass of water on the nightstand. 

Among the many accomplishments of his first year was the creation of 
a brand-new city position called Chief of Economic Vitality & Innovation. 
This job, with an annual salary of greater than $100,000, is believed to 
have already increased the economic vitality of the economic vitality chief. 

Bach, by way of background, has lived most of 
his life in our village, having purchased his first 
home here in 1970 on — and I am not making 
this up — Nevermind Lane. He later moved to a 
larger home on Mind Your Own %$ A &*# Busi- 
ness Street. He now resides on No Comment Way. 

At a recent news conference he made a few com- 
ments about nothing and then refused to answer 
r^r^r^r^r^r^r^r^r^r^r^H any questions, a management style made famous by 
mime Marcel Marceau. 
(Asked about the city's ongoing issues with Memorial Hospital and the 
long-term ramifications of leasing the city-owned enterprise, Mayor Bach 
pretended he was climbing a rope. Pressed for an answer, he leaned forward 
and pumped his arms and legs as if walking into a powerful wind.) 

He also got behind a brilliant effort to come up with a new "brand" for our 
village to replace our long-standing brand, "Turn Signals Are for Sissies." This 
expensive marketing and public relations campaign led to the actual new brand 
"Live It Up," which the mayor called "exciting, simple, fresh and upbeat." 

(Among the other brand finalists: "Colorado Springs: 450,000 Homes in 
Three Different Models and Two Colors" and the snappy "Come Pet Some 
of Our Many Feral Dogs.") 

Bach has also bid farewell to nearly all top-level city employees, includ- 
ing the police chief, city clerk, city attorney, head of communications and 
finance director, after they failed to pass the city's new agility test — you 
have to sprint across the mayor's office, leap over his desk, drop to your 
knees and kiss his rump in under six seconds. 

Bach also refused to support the village's annual Gay Pride parade and 
related events, saying, and again I am not kidding: "I don't think we should 
have a parade for people who are 6-foot-5." 

It was unclear why the mayor believes all gay people are 6-foot-5. When 
asked, he frowned and pretended to be trying to get out of an invisible box. 

He has also led a movement to banish the homeless from the downtown 
area. (Taking a cue from former First Lady Nancy Reagan's hugely suc- 
cessful "Just Say No" anti-drug campaign, Bach unveiled an innovative 
plan to end homelessness. He calls it "Just Buy a House.") 

Oh, and Bach wants to move the Marian House soup kitchen out of the 
downtown area, too, so visitors to our village, if there are any, won't see 
any hungry, jobless people. 

Examples would include the former city clerk, city attorney, head of 
communications and finance director.
